Where’s The Riot (Gun)?

Campus security Is a question mark at many universities 
across the nation., But at UTM it has been thought the cam¬ 
pus police are well equipped to handle any situation Including 
a student riot. 

Mr. Ed White, Director of the Campus Security Force, as¬ 
serted that campus police have “special riot equipment,” but 
that all information concerning the equipment Is “classified." 
“We acquired this equipment about a year ago,” White stated 
“but that’s all I can tell you about It.” 

He maintained that all campus police have been slightly 
trained in the use of the special equipment. 

“All campus policemen have been familiarized in the use 
of our riot equipment. But we’re not experts by any means,” 
he continued. Further investigation disclosed that White’s 
statements are rather perplexing.! 

“We have helmets and club sticks but no special riot equip¬ 
ment,” one campus policeman stated. Other campus police¬ 
men verified the statement. 

In an interview Mr. Gene H. Stanford, UTM’s Business Man¬ 
ager, stated that: ‘We have not bought any special riot equip¬ 
ment.” Mr. Stanford is In charge of UTM’s records and he 
knows what is bought and sold here. He said no special riot 
equipment has been purchased, and the campus police agree 
with him. _

Yet Mr. White stubbornly maintains UTM has the special 
equipment and the campus police know how to use it. 

The big question is: Where is the special riot equipment? 

It seems there IS more than a failure to communicate. There 
may be a failure to control a riot, as unlikely and undesirable 
as one might be.

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Chancellor Hosts Dinner 
For Student Leaders 


Student leaders discussed campus problems and plans at a 
dinner meeting Monday night in the University Center. 

STUDENT GOVERNMENT : ^ 


President Billy Cunningham 
told the group that Security Dir¬ 
ector Ed White had promised 
that something will be done 
about parking this week. 

He explained that the lots 
behind the ROTC Building and 
the library had been faculty 
lots at the first of the quarter 
so a car count could be taken 
to determine the number of 
spaces needed for faculty park¬ 
ing. TTie lots are now open to 
students. 

DR. PHILLIP WATKINS, as¬ 
sistant to the vice-chancellor 
may be a change in the junior 
English exam requirements. He 
commented that there were 
three possible solutions, to re- 
quir that it be taken during 
the junior year rather than 
leave the time up tothe student; 
to exempt some students, pos¬ 
sibly those with satisfactory 
English grades, or to do away 
with the exam. 

He noted that the exam is not 
a requirement of the English 
department. 

Chancellor Archie Dykes en¬ 
couraged the persons at the din- 
ties as student leaders seri¬ 
ously. He said that they should 
be well informed about the cam¬ 
pus and speak well of it. 

"We have more to gain than 
anyone else for UTM to be 
known as a quality institu- 


V>e school is ought to be of 
importance to you. If we have 
problems, let us settle them 
in a meeting like this. We know 
that our problems can be over¬ 
come if we work together.” 

The Chancellor said thebl- 
gest problem facing UTM is 
lack of funds. 

"IN Tennessee we don’t 
raise enough money to support 
the University as we would 
like to,” Dr. Dykes said. 
"Given the limitations on our 
financial support, we are not 
getting our fair share. We get 
less money per capita than any 
other state university.” 

He said, however, that the 
university has been promised 

Dr. Dykes then explained 
financing of dormitories and 
the university Center. 

He said there were no tax 
furids used to finance the build- 
rent in the residence halls and 
through money made by the 
cafeteria and the bookstore. 

Dr. Dykes then explained the 
methods of selecting the new 

He said after eight members 
of the Board of Trustees had 
received nominations from 
throughout the UT system, 
they would select three candi¬ 
dates and present their names 
before the entire Board of 
Trustees.

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Vending Thieves Are Epidemic

Thursday at 1:15 a.m., two 
pa)ama-clad coeds were rust¬ 
ling cheese and peanut butter 
crackers from a Tom’s Peanut 
machine In the basement of 
Clement Hall. 

SEVERAL RESIDENTS alert¬ 
ed a counselor and a dorm of¬ 
ficer, but they arrived too late 
to catch the pair in the steal¬ 
ing process. Instead they stood 
helplessly with no concrete evi¬ 
dence as the two girls left with 
their plunder. 

ACCORDING to Mr. Russell 
Duncan, Director of the Uni¬ 
versity Center, machine rob¬ 
beries In the dorms have de¬ 
clined this fall In comparison 
with last year’s losses. 



"A STRONG Indication Of 
student concern has led to this 
decline he said. It’s still a 
problem, but there are very 
few Involved. The sad thing 
Is that machine damages and 
monetary thefts which have oc¬ 
curred In the men’s dormitor¬ 
ies are defrayed by the dam¬ 
age deposits all men In the 
dorms must put up each quart¬ 
er.’’ 

Damage deposits have al¬ 
ready compensated for two un¬ 
solved robberies this year. 
Vandals In Ellington Hall on 
October 3 broke the glass In a 
candy machine, and helped 
themselves to the merchan¬ 
dise. 

IN AUSTIN Peay Hall on Oct¬ 
ober 5 some merchandise and 
about $10 was the booty from a 
milk machine theft. 

What most students are un¬ 
aware of Is that UTM not the 
specified companies, owns the 
machines. Hiey merely supply 
the merchandise that the Uni¬ 
versity orders. Any robbery, 
whether committed by means of 
outsmarting the machines by 
Jamming the controls, employ¬ 
ing small hands to maneuver 
merchandise, or simply tear¬ 
ing Into the machines, is a loss 
to the University. 

AS A RESULT, when a stu¬ 
dent robs a machine, he In¬ 
creases the business of the sup¬ 
plier and hurts the University.

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Curricula Evaluation 
Set For This Year

The coming year holds a vast 
exercise In self-evaluation to¬ 
ward UTM’s curricular goals 
as set forth by Dean Norman 
Campbell, Vice Chancellor for 
Academic Affairs. 

UT*S trustees have approved 
a master’s program in the De¬ 
partment of Home Economics. 
•Die Tennessee Higher Educa¬ 
tion Commission Board will 
probably make the final accept¬ 
ance In December. 

The study concerning the need 
of courses in “black studies’’ 
and courses dealing with the 
history, geography, and cul¬ 
tures of minority groups Is 
one topic due to consideration 
by a committee of black stu¬ 
dents, white students, and fac¬ 
ulty. The number of students 
interested, the determination 
of qualifications of the faculty, 
and the feasibility of cost, 
space, and equipment will form 
the basis of the investigation 
by the committee. At the pre¬ 
sent time, the Sociology De¬ 
partment offers a course on 
the Afro American family In 
addition to two classes In the 
study of minority groups. 

“STUDY” In determining the 
need for change Is also an ob¬ 
jective in the Department of 
Military Science. This year 
only, sophomores have the op¬ 
tion of taking a two-hour polit¬ 
ical science course In place of 


Military Science n, which Is 
also a two-hour course. 

Further studies will be taken 
delving Into the need for grad¬ 
uate courses in educational ad¬ 
ministration and supervision, 
the increase of enough under-! 
graduate courses in library 
service for certification erf pub¬ 
lic school librarians, and the 
addition of foundation courses 
in anthropology and the history 
and appreciation of arts. 

ALL departments will exper¬ 
ience an evaluation in eliminat¬ 
ing all courses which duplicate 
or almost duplicate courses of¬ 
fered in other departments. 
This will be especially evident 
in the cross-listing of the gene¬ 
tics courses, History 3210 and 
Political Science 3210, and 
Sociology 2180and Home Econo¬ 
mics 3510. This evaluation is 
aimed at upgrading and increas¬ 
ing the number of courses offer¬ 
ed.
